Mr. Houser made it plain that a 
strong (antagonism no'w exists be- 
tween the La Follette and Roosevelt 
camps. 
This antagonism, however, 


Mr. Houser explained, was not the 
chief reason of Mr. La Follette for 
continuing in the Presidential race, 
because he said the progressive cham- 
pion was in the contest to fight for 
principles 


Mr. Houser,chaiged 
that George 
W. Perkins, representing the steeL in- 
terests is responsible for the Roose- 
velt candidacy and back of its organ- 
tion. 


"Those opposed to Senator La Fol- 
lette and the things for which he 
stands," said -Mr.'Houser, "became 
alarmed, at, the rapid development of 
his cariipaisfn^in -Ohib~and-the" meth- 
od was then pursued to hinder and 
disintegrate it by' interposing Colo- 
nel "Roosevelt's name into the cam- 
paign and starting a movement for 
his nomination. 
This was not done 


by men who are favorable to progres- 
sive principles 
The most notable 


and prominent was Dan R. Hanna, 
son of the late Senator Marcus A 
Hanna. 


"The acthe, most energetic pro- 


moter of the Roosevelt movement in 
Ohio was and is Walter Brown, chair- 
man of the Ohio State " Republican 
committee, a smooth and as clever a 
politician as I have 
met in many

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 17.—r-That 


intimations were given the govern- 
ment tuat some of the laboi figures 
indicted in the dynamite conspiracy 
were preparing to tell all they knew" 
was the buzzing around the federal 
building late yesterday afternoon. It 
is said that at least 10 were ready to 
make full confessions of their part 
in the plot. 


The statements followed the Gov- 


ernment's charges that 40,000 let- 
ters and telegrams taken from the 
International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers showed 
that Frank M. Ryan, tne president; 
Herbert S. Hockin, the Second Vice 
president, and members of the exec- 
utive board and business_agents con- 
ducted the dynamite plots through 
the. mail, pointed out "jobs" to be 
blown up and maintained a system of 
destruction against non-union 
iron 


and steel contractors 


Asked if any negotiations had been 


opened with him" concerning "the de- 
fendants, -'United StatesMJistrict At- 
torney.

Between now and the arraignment 


before Federal Judge Albert B. An- 
derson here on March 12, the Gov- 
ernment will proceed with prepara- 
tion for the ti-ials which probably will 
be early in May. Some of the defen- 
dants, reported in various cities un- 
able to procure bond, may be brought 
here within a week. It is said the 
government will question as many as 
possible. 
The Federal Grand Jury, 


which returned the indictments has 
not been dismissed, and it is said if 
any information warrants it, the ju- 
rors will be reconvened.

while the government brought indict- 
ments only in such instances where it 
was expected a conviction would fol- 
low, 
many men were 
mentioned in

ment because of lack of evidence that

York m April, 1910, is cited m the 
indictment as showing he instructed 
Henry W Legleitner, now of Denver, 
to do certain "jobs;" John T Butler, 
the first vice-president of the union, 
to do "jobs" at Buffalo and Roches- 
tei, N. Y., Hockin to do "jobs" at 
Cleveland, Detroit, Davenport, towa, 
and Cincinnati; Paul J Morrin, St 
Louis, to do a "job" at Mt Vernon, 
111 , and Frank C Webb of New York 
to do "jobs" at Worcester, Mass 


The indictments 
charging 
"con- 


summated" or completed conspiracies 
allege that the "job" at Mt. Vernon, 
111., was dynamited on the night of 
April 19; that the Davenport "lob" 
under construction by the company 
referied to by Ryan, wras dynamited 
June 4, that the Peoria "job" was 
dynamited June 4; that the Cleve- 
land "job" was dynamited on June 
22, that the Pitsburg "job" was dy- 
namited July ] n, that a bridge was 
dynamited at Kansas City on August 
23. 


"The testimony of McManigal, of 


witnesses from the 
cities in which 


the explosions occurred and of mem- 
bers of crews of trains upon which 
explosives were carried w,ill be found 
to dovetail exactly withj the letters 
alleged to show the unconsummated 
acts," said Mr. Miller. 
"Because 


McManigal was the most active agent 
of the dynamiters, though Hockin, as 
the indictment charges, was a close 
second the 
Government 
will rely 


largely upon his testimony for corrob- 
orative evidence at the trials 


"Others not named in the indict- 


ments are pointed to as having been 
connected with the plot, and early de- 
velopments may bring their identity 
forward, but at present we are satis- 
fied to try those against whom we 
are sure we have conclusive evi- 
dence."

which the train had iust passed, but 
the plan to stop the train in the cut 
failed boeause of not knowing how 
to give the signal 
No effort was 


made to break into the cars 
The 


train was delayed tuo hours.

THE DRAFT HORSE'S PLACE 
THE.raising of draft horses nts nicely In 


with the work of the general farm. 


There the draft mare'really Is J. dual-pur- 
pose ..animal, doing a double work. 
She 


•works regularly in the field and she raises 
a colt that -will become one of the most 
profitable outputs of the farm. Where:care is 
exercised in handling the mare, giving her 
the lighter.and slower wc-k, apparently Just 
as good colts are raised as where the mare 
Is kept in idleness. 


The draft colt Is very easily handled and 


broken. 
He is quiet and docile -about the 


farm. 
When the youngster, has reached a 


sufficient ago and size to be started to. work 
he requires only a lesson or two until he la 
ready to be put to regular use. This is an- 
other big point in the farmer's mind In favor 
of draft horses. With drivers it takes months 
of steady training to flty one of them for. 
market or even for regular use. The farmer 
has neither time nor desire to fret and fuss 
with an animal in the way that Is necessary 
In breaking a • driver. • That -is a work for a 
man of^special ability, who will make a bus!-, 
ness of producing and training driving horses. 


TRAINING BIRDS FOR SHOW H. S. BABCOCK 
T>IRDS to win must be trained BO as to 
•*-^ show their good qualities to advantage. 
-However good a bird may be, though, if" It 
were possible, every feather were perfect in 
color and making, the shape faultless, the 
comb without' a defect, if that'bird will not 
show its good qualities, but will, at one's" 
approach, make a wild dash.for the rear of 
the coop, thrust down Its head and point its 
tail at the observer, its chances of winning 
approximate closely to zero. The first requis- 
ite in training is to have the birds tame and 
the best time to begin such, training is when 
it is a small chicken'. Even chickens of the 
most nervous breeds can be rendered tame 
by judicious management. 
If one, when 


among them, say at feedingr time, will re- 
frain from making any sudden and swift 
movement, .and will.place the food a'little 
nearer to him from day to. day, in a short 
time the chickens will lose all their timidity 
and will gather around his feet and pick 
at his shoe strings or :shoe buttons. 
Even 


adult fowls, however wild they may be, can 


be rendered tame by using similar .methods, 
though the work cannot be accomplished so 
quickly. 


-In training fowls it is advisabje to accus- 


tom them'to the restraint of an exhibition 
coop. By taking the fowl from 'the roost at 
night and gently placing it in the. coop and 
.feeding it there for about a'week, it will 
find that your presence does not mean harm, 
•and however wild it may be at first, it will 
after a time associate your presence with 
its food and cease to be frightened. 
After 


the fowl has ceased to be afraid of; you, have 
some other member of your family visit the 
coop with you at feeding time; 'tKen two 
members; and then Several, so that the bird 
may become accustomed to be approached 
by a number of people at once, and thus 
have grown familiar with the 'conditions it 
will meet when placed-on exhibition. 
After 


the .fowl has become partially "tamed in this 
manner, reach in your hand, with some tid 
bit, 
and entice the fowl to' take it from your 


hand. At first it may not do so, :but pa- 
tiently continue the practice and.'in a few 


days it will take the food from your hand. 
When it will do this you can by degrees get 
the fowl to allow you to stroke its back and 
the front of .the neck. 


When you have thus,secured, the neces- 


sary degree of tameness, the training should . 
.continue so as to get the fowl to stand erect 
at your approach.. The training coop should 
be high enough to allow the bird to stretch 
to its utmost height and not touch its comb 
jat the top of the coop, arid the top, prefer- 
ably, should, be made of smooth rods placed 
two inches'or so apart. When you come with 
the food which the bird is especially fond 
of, like a little lean meat, you should hold 
this at. the top of the coop, or introduce It 
between the rods which form the top. The 
bird -will then stretch tip to its .full height 
and take the food from your fingers, and in 
a short time will associate''your approach 
with -feeding from the top, and stand erect 
and alert as you draw hear.. The erect at- 
titude can also be induced by gently stroking 
the bird under the chin—that is, commencing 
just under the beak and stroking down the 
front of the neck. 
This process seems to 


hypnotize the bird, and it will stand in any 
desired position for a .sufficient length of 
time to enable one to get a favorable impres- 
sion of its carriage. '--There is a considerable 
difference In the susceptibility of individual 
birds to this training, but nearly all can be 
brought to stand as desired, if sufficient pa- 
tience and perseverance is employed. I once 
.had an Indian game cockerel that without 
any preliminary training of this sort would 
stand for several minutes like a statue. 
I 


discovered the fact at a show where the ,bird 
was on exhibition, by 'taking him out of his 
coop to show him to some friends and acci- 
dentally touching him on the front of the 
neck, lie assumed a soldierly pose and stood 
erect for an appreciable time. 
Then I de- 


liberately stroked Ms neck;- and he would 
stand In this attitude as frequently arid as 
long as I desired. The bird showed to such 
aS/antage that With his natural merits, 
though In strong competition,, he secured 
the first prize in his class, defeating many 
high-priced birds, bought expressly for the 
purpose of beating me, as I afterward 
learned.

THE JERSEY AT HOME 
THE Jersey farmer trie* to have his cow» 


calve during the first three months of 


the year. They are attended to almost en- 
tirely by the women, and are housed at night 
during the winter, being'brought In about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, when they ara 
milked, each receiving about three-quarters 
of a bushel of roots and some hay. 
At 3 


o'clock" a bundle of straw Is given to each. 
In the morning they are milked and fed 
about 6 o'clock, again receiving: the eama 
allowance of roots and'hay, and at nina 
are turned out to pasture. 
Farmers "\ en- 


deavor to dry their cows about .a month OP' 
six week's before calving. Bran'mashes are. 
given them about the time of calving and 
for a fortnight thereafter the only time this 
food Is used. The bulb calves intended for 
veal are fed the milk of their=dams for about 
six weeks... The hetter calves are Invariably. 
reared., .About two weeks, after'calving cows 
are turned out on grass during the daytime; 
if the weather be : fine,'_ the general; custom 
being, to tether them.; About, every three 
hours they are moved and tethered in a 
fresh spot. They are watered ;in the morn- 
ing and also at noon, and In warm weather 
again In the evening

FORCING RHUBARBIN WINTER

.NY gardeners and the majority of agri- 
culturists are not aware of the fact 


';that one of the most agreeable table deli- 
cacies may be grown duringy/the cold winter 
months without special eq'ylpmenb Such a 
delicacy, is found in rhubarb, the stalks of 
which may" be abundantly and cheaply pro- 
duced at a season when such a relish is 
much desired. The stalks when well grown 
furhish the material for the most beautiful, 
healthful and tasteful of desserts. 


The processes of proauction are very-sim- 


ple,' being easily supplied 'by Uie'Tiiost .hum- : 
bie home.

The requirements are: .First, a quantity 


of strong, healthy rhubarb crowns with roots 
intact; arid, second, a dry, moderately warm 
pit, 
cave or cellar. 
The crowns used 'are 


^ preferably those two or three years of age. 
However, many gardeners are able- to raise. 
plants frorn^ seed in a single season,-'which 
will be large^ enough for use the succeeding. 


, winter. 
Old, over-=crowded and diseased 


roots are .not-.worth" using, as the result" is 
likely: to be the development of a.large num- 
ber of long, ..slender'stalks of inferior, worth. 


It is important to.•• know that,-in the fore-, 


ing- of rhubarb in.' winter all. growth.' takes - 
place as a result of congenial conditions with 
respect to temperature and moisture, which 
operate" to renew the activities of the rhu- 
barb crowns in such a, way .as to cause Hie 
development of" stalks from the food mate- 
rials stored in the roots, largely as starch 
'during the growing season. It should be re- 
membered that there is no additional food 
.taken up by the roots nor formed by the 
leaves, but that grovyth ' o f '.,'stalk is at tha 
^direct, "expense .of • the reserve food in the 
roots.

Dig up before tight-freezing weather, suf- 


ficient rhubarb crowns, with all their atf 
tached fleshy roots, to occupy, when closely,

These roots should .be put in small 
Spiles and lightly covered to prevent drying 
fout,.and allowed, to freeze thoroughly. They 
8may then be taken to the place where they 
fare to be forced and set as closely together 
las they can be crowded in. 
AH spaces be- 


kween the several 'crowns and the individual 
{roots,must be filled-- with fine, loamy soil.

"When as many plants are set as are de- 


.Bired for a single crop, the whole setting 
•may be well watered, but not saturated. Aft- 
er which, if the 'temperature is sufficiently, 
high, the young stalks may be expected to 
appear in-the course of a couple of weeks, or 
sless time, and to continue to develop until 
! the store of available re_serve food, in the 
'roots is consumed. 


The 
temperature 
required 
to 
Induce 


growth U not very high nor should it ever 
be.allowed to.reach.a very high point. Usual- 
ly a temp^raturs of from 50'to 60 degrees P. 
will be eatisfactory. The lower the tempera- 
ture the slower will be the growth and the 
stronger the stalks.

High temperature will induce a more 


rapid growth and a greater number of stalks, 
but theses-will °e spindling and weak and of 
inferior quality. 


There are several methods' of applying 


Jieat. In large cellars a small stove rimy be 
s.:i advantage; but most frequently one or two 
•lamps will furnish all necessary heat, pro- 
vider! the'pit or cellar be tight and naturally 
warm. 
The direct light of the lamps or 


other heat should be screened from the glow- 
ing: plants in order that the stalks may not 
be drawn aside from the perpendicular. AJr* 
windows and other openings should be dark-, 
ened in such a manner as to admit no light. 


SOWER IN PLOWING

IX hundred million tons of soil to the 


. hp.lf section lie in the surface foot ot 


earth, which is the workshop of the intelli- 
gent farmer. At least once in two years this 
enormous weight must be turned bottomside 
up. My mission is to raise the question of 
how this shall be done in sub-humid agri- 
culture, and even more prominent in the 
Answer than the figure of. the plow is tha 
thought of power. Power shapes our mod- 
ern World and nowhere is the solution of 
the power problem more Important than upon 
the farms of our vast dry-farming- area. 


Power on our farms is tending more and 


more to become mechanical in its nature. 
The stationary engine aids or renjaces the 
dry farmer's own muscle. The tractor comes 
to assist the animal as well as man. With 
the traction engine to take care of the heavy 
rush work and look after itself the rest of 
the time, and \yith the number, of horses de- 
termined by the odd -jobs tl^at need atten- 
tion tho year around, the' power problem 
is permanently solved and the type o£ farm- 
Ing may be chosen properly with reference to 
soil, markets and climatic conditions. 


It takes four or five years to make a good 


work horse. 
A modern factory can turn 


.Hit a 30-horse power tractor in from three 
to five hours. It takes many generations to 
Change the type of an animal, but only a 
few weeks to adapt a machine to a new con- 
dition. /Each new thing comes as an addi- 
tion to our resources rather than as a com- 
plete revoluton.

power will perhaps show no remarkaWe In- 
crease, but the dominant form of power on 
bur «ry Urma 


Gas tractors have .improved astouhdingly in 
five years, even in three xears. A three-year- 
old impression of the :gas tractor's efficiency 
is obsolete. 
The majority of the various 


makes "are so perfected to-day that respons- 
ibility for success IS. passing swiftly 'from 
the maker "to the operator. It took the first 
successful builder of a ga's tractor flve years 
to convince 300 .farmers of its value.-but 7,000 
farmers are convinced this year that some

He is confronted wltli a hundred and 
one problems that must'be solved before his 
labor is completed A .mistake"at any period 
fro.rri the time the parent stock has been se- 
lected for breeding until " the-progeny has 
reached full .maturity is likely to become 
manifest in some form, or .cither and materi- 
ally interrupt the desired course. 


The flock owner must be'mindful of his 


purpose at all times. To pe able, to select 
breeding stock prudently is not''all^-.lse must 
possess a thorough understanding of the 
fundamental laws ol' their management. " To, 
mate; animals :extra strong .in,, certain': indi-, 
yidu'ai points to animals equally as deficient 
is an imprudent practice and olie that can- 
not help bringing." disappointment. Animals 
th'at are extra strong in any one quality are 
likely to be weak in many others and'to re- 
produce with variation. In the selection of ' 
breeding' stock attention should be paid to 
selecting smooth, symmetrical .animals; pos- 
sessed of the desired type and. conformation. 
By adhering to the smooth, symmetrical type 
of ,sheep improvement along some desired 
line is bound to result, acid a foundation will 
be laid upon which future improvement may 
be intensified.

DRY FARMING NECESSARY

HE fact that nearly half the earth's sur- 


face is visited with less than twenty 


inches of annual rainfall makes dry farming 
a necessity. But a fraction of this vast area 
is susceptible of irrigation. What cannot be 
irrigated must be cultivated, if at all, by dry- 
farming methods, for human 'genius cannot 
remove natural barriers.' It can, however, 
suggest methods • of farming that may be 
adjusted, to local conditions, methods of till- 
age that will prevent the unnecessary evap- 
oration of soil moisture, together with the 
breeding of those .plants which are them- 
selves economic of moisture. -These factorJ, 
taken together, will tend to make agriculture 
profitable ''with less rainfall than in humid 
districts where the total precipitation during 
the year IB frequently far in excess of the 
actual needs o£ the growing crops. 


Considering the actual expenditure of 


capital and labor in either humid or semi- 
arid countries to insure agricultural success, 
the rewards should not vary greatly. The 
tendency to take chances, however, is more 
likely to prevail in humid countries than in 
semi-arid countries; for in the latter no 
gambling on timely showers is warranted 
and the farmer knows it. He must conserve 
the moisture that comes or his crops will 
prove a failure.

GOVERNMENT STUDIES EGGS 
I MPROPER and antiquated methods of han- 


dling eggs in the United States result In 


losses that reach an estimated total of ?45,- 
000.000 annually. This is 17 per cent of the 
estimated total value of the entire crop. 
Practically all "this loss is borne by farmers 
and other producers, and a large part of it 
can be prevented. How the Department of 
Agriculture, through its bureau of animal in- 
dustry. Is solving this problem is told in 
bulletin No. 141, just issued, entitled "The 
Improvement of the Farm Egg." 


In order to show how this loss mighF be 


prevented, the bureau of animal industry 
last year sent experts into Kansas to con- 
duct investigations. The results of the first 
season's work are given in detail in the bul- 
letin, with suggestions for improvement that 
may be a'pplicd anywhere. "Although but 
one season has been spent by the bureau in 
this work," says the bulletin, -'several much- 
desired changes have been brought about. 
The most important of these was the adop- 
tion by shippers of the 'loss-off system of 
buying and selling eggs. 


Previous to the work of the bureau Kan- 


sas eggs were not very popular in the mar- 
kets outside of the state. 
Quantity rather 


than quality was a handicap the shippers 
encountered. The immediate effect of buying 
o.n a "loss-of£" system produced such a 
marked change in the quality of the eggs 
reaching the market that outside buyers now 
manifest a preference for tfga 
bought in

poultry yard. 'It takes only a day or'so to 
make the change, and besides benefiting.the 
garden, it does the chickens a-great deafr of 
good.

enriched and made i»ore- profitable by';the 
presence of the fowls.

Just 
to look at them industriously destroying a 
wheat field in the .fall ought to convince 
every farmer that it pays, to c.ater to their 
wants.

than anywhere else. • And as for increased 
egg production, this plan Tieeds to be .tried 
only once to be always.'in'vogue. Be sure 
the oats or the wheat is very thickly sown. 


MORE PURE-BRED FOWLS 


ON THE FARM 


BY PROFESSOR GEORGE D.'BLACK, 
Antioch College, Yellow Springs, Col. 


'T*HE subject of poultry has come to have 
•"• 
so large a significance in animal hus- 


bandry that the farmer can no longer afford 
to look upon it as a little side issue to his 
real business, something merely for women 
and children to dabble in. He cannot af- 
ford to let It go haphazard as it is allowed 
to do on many of our farms. 
Poultry may 


b~e made a valuable asset on any farm. .But 
it calls for study and intelligent manage- 
ment like any other department of live stock 
husbandry. And.r wilf be found that poul- 
try, in proportion to the capita! invested and 
the labor expended, yield's a greater profit 
than any other one thing on a farm. 


My plea here is for the pure-bred fowl. 


As one goes around in Ohio lie IK surprised 
to see, even in those parts where live stock 
breeding is in a high state of perfection, feu- 
flocks that show any taste and skill in their 
breeding. Occasionally one sees a t'airiy Kood 
flock of White Rocks or Rhode Island Reds 
or Leghorns. More Barred Rocks arc raised, 
perhaps, than any other kind; but for the 
most part they are badly mongrelixud, for 
the very reason that few farmers navu tried 
to master the problem of Barred Hock mat- 
ing. 
~ 


One thing that is distinctly ng.-iinst the 


pure-bred chicken is the tradition which has 
come down from time immemorial that con- 
tinual changing and mixing of breeds on the 
farm promote hardiness and prolilicacy. Tha 
result, as one soes it in traveling over the 
country, is a bringing together in our (looks 
of all colors, sizes, shapes and habit:;. Tin's 
year Rocks are used, and next year lieds, 
and the next Leghorns, and so on through 
the whole lot of the breeds. 


If a farmer's hens arc not laying first 


rate, he is apt to decide that he should in- 
fuse new blood into his nock, when the 
trouble may really be in his method of feed- 
Ing, 
or in his having a poor strain of layers. 


A neighbor of mine, whose nock has a mlx- 


otmany breeds, complained lo mo that 


PREVENTION OF HOG CHOLERA 
Department Agricultural Extension, Louisi- 


. . . ' " . a n a State University. 


TTNDER the direction of the Louisiana 
*-' 
state live stock sanitarj' board, a serum 


is prepared at the agricultural experiment 
station in Eaton Rouge for the prevention 
of hog- cholera. 
This is available for dis- 


tribution at very nominal cost among- the 
fanners of the state. 


There are two methods of immunizing an 


animal—one in Which the serum alone is 
used, and the other in which a small amount 
of blood from a diseased animal and serum 
are-injected simultaneously. 


When cholera exists in a herd or in ad- 


joining fields, serum alone is used. This is 
the safer method because the hogs may al- 
ready be slightly infected and an added in- 
jection of infected blood /nightly.easily prove 
fatal. 
Even when cholera does ntSt exist in 


''Che locality the serum method is safer, but 
it does not often produce immunity for much 
over two months. 


When serum an.<5 a small amount of blood 


from an infected hog are" injected simultan- 
eously, there is some slight risk, but the 
period of immunity lasts for six months or 
more, or practically the life of the animal. 


The board reco7nmem1s that the serum be 


used by qualified veterinarians when avail- 
able, or it will send an expert if his ex- 
penses are paid by the parties getting the 
serum. 


WHEN HENS LAY 


L EGHORN hens such, as are suitable for 


breeders weigh from 
three to 
four 


pounds n.nd under the rule should come to 
'lnying when four months old, but with our 
best care they do not make growth to war- 
rant, it. Occasionally one lays at fouf months, 
but these are exceptions. I find my records 
show that about 75 per cent commence lay- 
ing at five months p.nd 90 per cent at six 
months. 
The other 10 per cent I have no 


ro'cord af, ris I either get rid of such pullets 
or place them with other stock of which no 
.Individual record is kept. 


There are exceptions to all rules. We find 


these in lars^e breeds as well as in Leghorns. 
A grcnt many. Plymouth Rocks do not ma-. 
turc until they are eight or nine months old 
and there nro those that lay at five or six 
months, 
wrtilo the average of Orpingtons 


will not lay until eia'ht months, we find many 
advertisers of this breed who claim that 
their pullets lay at four months. Our Leg- 
horns tire just ns much behind as some of 
the- others are too early. I think when ap- 
jilicil to the Mediterranean breeds this rule 
should he amended so as to read one month 
and ten dnys for each pound the pullet will 
weigh whon fully grown. 
This will bring 


the 
four-pound Leghorn 
pullet to laying 


whon five months ami ten days old, which 
is ;i fair average."

'•which-consists,'-in-placing them on a layer of 
coke. 
; Dr. Schiller , of. ;Brunswick, who has 


published the; method, is of the opinion that 
the improved ventilation by means of coke 
is not alone responsible for the result, but 
believes that it is due to the oxidation of the 
coke, which, however, is a very slow one. 
Coke always contains sulphur, and it is very 
possible that the'minute quantities of. oxides 
of carbon and sulphur, which, result .from 
the oxidation, mixing with the air and pene- 
trating among the potatoes, are 
sufficient 


greatly to retard sprouting.. Potatoes so 
treated are said to keep in good condition 
until the following July.

HANDLING APPLES 


v 
BY S. VAN SMITH, 


FEW; people realize the importance of han- 


dling: apples with care "while picking-, 


packing and marketing. 
Apples are bruised 


very easily, and especially those varieties 
having" a tender flesh or skin. Bruises mean - 
riot only an unattractive appearance, but a 
real waste of fruit by having to cut out the 
-bruised,tissue. Probably the greatest danf- 
age from bruises, however, results from the 
fact that the bruises furnish an entrance 
for fungus or rot spores. These spores, or 
"fungus seeds," are as fine as dust and float 
in ..the; air. 
If they happen to lodge on a 


bruised or broken spot on the apple, they 
take root and grow and spread 
through. 


"the 
apple, causing it to rot. Wrapping or 


covering the apple may not always protect 
it, as 'the spores may have lodged on the 
apple before it was picked. 
However, 
iC 


the skin and flesh of the apple can be kept 
intact and not bruised or broken, there is 
not much danger of the fungus or rot finding 
its way into the.apple. 


To prevent bruising, apples • should not bo 


dropped or thrown into a bucket, box or 
barrel, and in pouring- from one vessel to 
another care should be .taken that the ap- 
. pies are as close as possible to the bottom 
of the vessel in which you are placing theru 
before the pouring begins. If a pail is- used 
to pick in, it should be small enough t.i 
lower into the boxes and, even then, holding 
back the apples with the hands is a g'ood 
.idea, as it breaks the fall and lessens the I 
bruising. No apple which falls from the'free 
should be allowed to go into the first-grade 
apples.

IN NORTH END 


A fire discovered at 6:l6 o'clock 
Friday night in the trimming de- 
partment of the Wyeth carriage shop, 
in North street, near the B. & O. 
railroad, caused a loss estimated at 
$1000 to $1500, which is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. 
The origin of 


the fire has not been determined.
